Councillor McCullough Highly Criticizes 
Hastings County Board of Education 


At Monday evenings council 
session Mr. J. L. Gunning, Des- 
eronto's representative on the 
Hastings Board of Education was 
present to answer any questions 
directed to him conceming the 
area educational systems. Coun- 
cillor Dorothy McCullough, who 
is also a teacher at the local 
Public School, opened the ques- 
tion period by asking Mr. Gunning 
what influence the directors and 
superintendents had over the area 
representatives to which'the an- 
swer was "Very little". At this 
time, Mrs. McCullough stated 
that she felt that "There was a 
lot of house cleaning to be done 
on the board". She also stated 
that it was ridiculous the way 
three or four consultants would 
come to the school forhalf a day 
andall they woulddo is sit around 
talking and drinking coffee 
instead of showing the teachers 
how they would like the school 
to be operated. 

Councillor Layfield said he 
felt that if the school boundaries 
were changed so that Deseronto 
was inthe L. & A. area, costs 
would be reduced considerably. 
Mr. Gunning agreed that this 
would likely cut costs consider- 
ably. 

Another point of interest to 
which Councillor McCullough had 
strong objections was that two or 
three teachers are « REQUIRES 
asked to goto Belleville for in- 
struction at which time the class 
is left under the supervision of a 
couple of Grade 8 students for 
the half day. In her opinion, it 
is o waste of time attending these 
meetings. in reference to the 
inspectors on the board she stated, 
quote, "If they all dropped dead 
the school would be run, better". 

After a lengthy discussion as 
to the salaries being paid to the 
top men on the board, Reeve 
Lyons asked Mr. Gunning if he 
did not feel that the consultants 
hired by the board would not be 
kept a little busier showing the 
teachers how they expected the 
school to be operated rather than 
spending a lot of time talking 
and drinking coffee. Mr. Gun- 
ning agreed that he felt that 
more actual instruction should be 
given. 


On the same question, Mrs. 
McCullough informed council 
that when the ‘teachers do ask 
questions, they are told in so 
many words, that it is their pro- 
blem. 

Other problems such as the 
transportation costs and the short- 
age of needed supplies were dis- 
cussed at some length before the 
session ended.

to produce steam in the making of 
electricity. 

The $278 million Lennox 
station, due to produce first power 
late in 1974, will have an in- 
stalled capacity of 2,295,000 
kilowatts which is equal to Ont- 
ario's total peak demand to 1947. 

Each of the boilers will burn 
780 barrels of oil per hour at full 
operation. They will be approx- 
imately 150 feet tall, 70 feet 
wide and 32 feet deep.

FARM SAFETY 
MEASURES NEEDED 


Farm accidents in Ontario 
have reached epidemic propor- 
tions, but too many farmers dis- 
regard the need for farm safety 
if it means taking time and effort 
to keep farms danger-free. 

With this two-fisted attack on 
the urgent need for adequate 
safety measures in agriculture to- 
day, Mr. Norman Bell, President 
of the Canada Safety Council and 
of the White Motor Company, 
gained the full attention of dele- 
gotes to the 12th Annual Farm 
Safety Conference held recently 
at the University of Guelph. Mr. 
Bell delivered the keynote add- 
ress of the Conference with the 
theme: "Protect Our- Farmers of 
Tomorrow = Today". 

Quoting statistics for 1969, 
Mr. Bell notes that out of the 
11,500 accidental deaths across 
the country, 200 were caused by 
dangerous farm machinery alone, 
while the accidental death rate 
on the farm is 20% higher than 
the national average. Four - fif- 
ths of all farm accidents involve 
tractors or overturning machinery. 
The loss of life, the permanent 

and crippling disabilities, and 
the economic setbacks caused 
through farm accidents continue 
to increase, yet public apathy 
takes little notice of the problem 

Because increased mechaniz- 
ation brings with it the increased 
Possibility of danger, it is vital 
that the farm public start con- 
centrating on protecting their 
children, who will be the farmers 
of tomorrow. "Safety as away of 
life .... must begin with the 
child," said Mr. Bell.

Mr. Bell stressed that child- 
ren should be kept away from the 
farm work area and the equip- 
ment at all times. Countering 
arguments that this would pre- 
venta child from learning how 
the machines worked, Mr. Bell 
said that proper driving and 
mechanics courses would do the 
job for better, and with safety 
ensured. Children should not be 
allowed to sit on-moving farm 
vehicles, especially when these 
are on the highway. Do not al- 
low children to run under wheels 
when the tractor or machine is 
idling in the yard, added Mr. 
Bell. 

Parents should set their child- 
rena safety example. Where 
possible, protective frames, roll 
bars and seat belts should be in- 
stalled on equipment - and used. 

Children should be taught 
the commonsense basics:no smok- 
ing while refuelling; no refuel- 
ling of a very hot or running 
engine, the proper support and 
use of hydraulic equipment; the 
value of a shield for the Power 
Take-Off. 

Over 40% of all accidents 
take place in the home, said Mr. 
Bell, and noted that farmers were 
often far from medical aid when 
trouble struck. Thus home acci- 
dents have to be eliminated and 
nearly always can be by careful 
thought. Falls can be avoided 
by stressing their danger tochild- 
ren.

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Northern Council 
of Loyalist College

Establishment of The Northern 
Council of Loyalist College to 
serve the Bancroft Area of North 
Hastings County was announced 
today following the February 
meeting of The College Board of 
Governors. 

The Northern Council of Loy- 
alist is the result of a recommen- 
dation from a citizens' committee 
which has held several meetings 
in recent months.

HEART ATTACKS 


NOT END OF LIFE 


The life expectancy for sur- 
vivors of heart attacks is high 
enough to justify energetic re- 
habilitation and job retraining 
programs, a University of Toronto 
professor of medicine said recently 

Dr. Alexander D. McKelvey 
told an Ontario Heart Foundation 
symposium on heart problems in 
business and industry that people 
who recover from heart attacks 
stand a good chance of resuming 
normal activities. 

He said 75 to 80 per cent of 
those who have a heart attack 
live five years or more; one-half 
live more than I0 years, and one- 
quarter more than 20 ycars. 

Dr. McKelvey said rehabili- 
tation shouldbegin in the hospital 
When the patient returns to work 
there should be constant commun- 
ication with his doctor, his fore- 
mon, the plant doctor and public 
health nurse.

Starting to Ease 


Interest rates in Canada are 
easing downward from the record- 
high ranges achieved in 1969.

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Insurance Coverage 
Important for Farmers 


Farming, like any other busi- 
ness, is filled with risks. Many 
of the hazards faced by the far- 
mer are beyond his control ,creat- 
ed by his dependence upon the 
climate and biological processes. 
In addition, a farmer faces all 
the financial and economic pro- 
blems confronting the industrial 
businessman. 

Insurance should play a big 
part in afarmer's business arrange- 
ments, but often many aspects 
of it are overlooked. These are 
the observations of Mr. Douglas 
Baker, Farm Management and 
Agricultural Economics Division, 
Ridgetown College of Agricul- 
tural Technology, who is prim- 
arily concerned with property 
and liability insurance coverage. 

Mr. Baker says that farmers 
should consider basic 
questions when insuring their 
property. Are buildings thot are 
fully used being insured to the 
amount it would cost to replace 
them? Many farmers have hou- 
ses or large buildings insured for 
perhaps $5,000. Yet the cost of 
replacing that building, would 
be farmore than the insured value. 
On the other hand, many farmers 
insure buildings they no longer 


several 


use; this is wasted money. 
Insuring a building is not en- 
ough. All the articles of value 
it contains should be insured as 
All articles valued ot 
$250. or more should be itemized 
This meons electrical household 
appliances, furs, jewels, rugs, 
drapes, cameras, sports and hobby 
items. It means farm machinery 
(insured to its replacement value), 
equipment, tools, supplies, feeds, 
pesticides, and all livestock. 
They should not simply be cover- 
ed for loss inside the building, 
but for outside hazards as well. 
The question of what to in- 
sure against must also be answer- 
ed, soys Mr. Baker. Fire, storms, 
floods and all manner of natural 
Causes can now be allowed, but, 
as with property insurance, a 
farmer must consider his priot~ 
ities. 


well. 


It probably is not econom- 
ically sound to insure against 
floods if there has been no flood 
for sixty years. The cost of one 
year's losses through a freak flood 
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will probably be less than flood 
premiums paid to no benefit over 
20 years. Wind damage, on the 
other hand, might be an annual 
hazard. Insurance should be 
placed where it is most necessary 

Liability insurance is alsoo 
must For every farmer, says Mr. 
Baker. Liability insurance pro- 
tects farmers from miscellaneous 
hazards for which they might 
otherwise be held liable. Suits 
and losses are often due to mach- 
inery and wagon collisions with 
cars and trucks on the road. Live- 
stock may be involved in a col- 
lision with motor vehicles, or 
may break fences, damaging 
someone else's land. 

Personal liability policies pro- 
tect the farmer, his family, and 
his employees. They can insure 
againsta variety of risks, such as 
a dog biting a neighbour, or in- 
jury or death in an accident with 
farm machinery, the family snow- 
mobile or saddle horse. 

Mr. Baker recommends that 
every farmer carry a minimum of 
$100,000 in liability insurance. 

For full details about insurance 
coverage, farmers should con- 
tact their local insurance agents, 
or obtain insurance booklets 
either from the Canada Depart 
ment of Agriculture or the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture and 
Food.
